And that Chriſt more clearly diſcovers him{Qlf by rape 
the New Covenant, than by any outward Repreſentations in the Old, or thereunto

2. That the Ore Baptiſm of the ſpirit 1s a ſeal or confirmation of the New 
Covenant to true Believers, and of them in it 3 and fo 1s their ſpiritual Eating 
and Drinking with Him in his Kingdom a certain aſſurance, ſeal or evidence of their 


3. Asall outward ſhadows and figures were of a decreaſing nature, fo there is 
the ſubſtanee thereof, which they pointed at, and wherein they ended, though 
the names given to the ſhadows were carried along to the ſubſtance alſo, that it 
might the more plainly appear mn Scripture how the ſhadows were fulfilled in the 
ſubſtance Chriſt ; as in the Old Covenant there was outward Circumciſion of the 
fleſh 3 in the New, there is the Inward Circumcition of the Spirit.

4. We do not read nor find in Scripture, that Oe outward Type or ſhadow; 
wasa Type of another Type outward,but alwaies of the thing Typified or ſhadow- 
ed forth,which was the ſubſtance and end of that ſhadow or type, as may be ſhown 
atlarge, if any undertake to ſhew us any ſhadow or thing that is figurative in its 
own nature ( tnentionedin Scripture) which they ſuppoſe we cannot ſhew the 
ſubſtance of, under the ſame Name or Title. >
